Checklist 

Rudy Altobelli, Clerk of the 
Board of Assessors, has listed 
the most common questions 
asked .of the Board of 
Assessors regarding the six- 
month transitional period 
from Jan. 1, 1974 to June 30, 
1974. 


Q. When must tax bills be 
issued for the final six- 
month period of the tran¬ 
sitional year? 

A. The bills are required by 
law to be sent out not later 
than March 15 and shall be 
due and payable on that 
date. 

Q. When does interest start to 
accrue on unpaid tax bills 
for this period? 

A. If taxes are not paid on or 
before May 1 interest ac¬ 
crues from April 1. 

Q. What is the assessment 
date for the six-month 
period of the transitional 
year? 

A. January 1, 1974. 

Q. What are the dates for filing 
an application for 
abatement and an ap¬ 
plication for exemption for 
the six-month period of the 
transitional year? 

A. Applications for abatement 
must be filed on or before 
October 1, 1974. Ap¬ 

plications for exemption 
must be filed on or before 
December 15, 1974. Since 
taxpayers will be required 
to file an application for 
each of the two tax periods 
in 1974 the application must 
clearly show the ap¬ 
propriate tax period in¬ 
volved.

AVAILABLE 


Applications are now available at the Parks and 
Recreation office for various Parks and Playground summer 
positions. Applicants must apply in person between the hours 
of 9 a.m.-4 p.m. 

A total of 34 positions will be filled: Ten girls and ten boys 
for playground supervisors; six instructors for Arts and 
Crafts, three instructors for tennis and one for baton and 
special events. 

These people will work five days a week, six hours a day 
beginning Monday, July 1 and ending Friday, Aug. 23 at 12 
noon. 

Tw'O people will be hired for the department's Maintenance 
Section and will work 40 hours per week. These positions 
start Monday, June 3 for a 12 week period. 

Also needed will be a playground director and an arts and 
crafts director. 

Those who have worked for the department will have first 
choice for positions but must file an application to again be 
considered for this summer. 

All applicants must live in Agawam, graduating from high 
school in June and going on to further education. A Water 
Safety Certificate, YMCA or Red Cross, is an advantage but 
not a necessity. 

Ten playgrounds will operate daily, Monday through 
Friday, 9 a.m.-4 p.m. for eight weeks at the following 
locations: Pierce School, Shea's Field, Danahy School, 
Middle School, Meadowbrook Park, Borgatti Park, Clark 
School, Granger School, Phelps School, and High School. 
Tennis instruction will be held daily at Phelps, Shea's and the 
High School courts. 

Completed applications must be submitted to the Parks 
and Recreation Department by April 30. 1974. 

Applications are being accepted for qualified people, male 
or female who w-ould like to work as umpires for both boys 
baseball and girls softball. 

As in the past, all towm playing fields will be placed under 
the control of the Recreation Department for the summer 
months and all practice or game times must be reserved to 
avoid confusion.

Yet happiness is elusive, a fleeting com¬ 
panion. It comes without invitation and de¬ 
parts without permission. It is much like 
chasing a butterfly and being unable to 
capture it. After the net has been put aside 
it comes and rests lightly on your shoulder. 

True happiness is unmistakable. It be/ 
longs to those who let their experiences hel: 
them make sensible judgements . . . wh; 
have developed their ability to give and n 
ceive love ... to those who admit that they 
have a good measure of both fear and cour¬ 
age. But, most of all, to those who will sub¬ 
mit to a deep, searching \elf appraisal. 

Unhappy people rarely blame them¬ 
selves for their condition. Their jobs are at 
fault, or their marriage, parents, the un¬ 
kindness of fate. Thev have not yet realized 
that in order for their passport to be valid 
it must be stamped: “Happiness is you.” 

Happiness is the rarest, most prized, 
most misunderstood state of man. There 
are few total successes. It is not an impos¬ 
sibility. But time is indeed a river that car¬ 
ries us along with the unceasing flow and 
nowhere can we pull into dock, drop anchor 
and decide to stay because we are happy. 
Happiness, if we are to have it at all. must 
join us occasionally: we cannot stay with it. 
It too has its ebb and its tide. 


Happiness is the most deceptive word 
in the English language. Ask a hundred 
people what it means, you’ll get that many 
different answers — “ . . . health, a warm 
puppy, riches, a dry martini, love, fame . . . 
or just a thing called Joe.” 

Aristotle believed that happiness was 
to be found in the use of the intellect, an 
occupation characterized by self-sufficiency, 
unweariedness and capacity for rest. More 
than 30') years ago Benedict Spinoza wrote: 
“Happiness consists in this: that man can 
preserve his own being.” "The happiest 
people are those who touch life at the great¬ 
est number of points. People who suffer are 
those who have only one interest of which 
fate robs them.” stated Theodore Roose¬ 
velt. 

Happiness means different things to 
different people. One man's Utopia is an¬ 
other's misery. While some of us romp 
through the Elysian fields, others see 
them as barren ground. 

Perhaps it is because the Constitution 
guarantees us life, liberty, and the pursuit 
of happiness that we constantly strive to 
attain a goal of permanent happiness, ex¬ 
pecting it around every corner. It is not an 
inherent entity. None of us are born happy. 

Psychologists tell us we learn to be hap¬ 
py and that we all do the things which we 
expect to help us achieve a serene and last¬ 
ing joy. Theologians tell us it is not an ac-
